CELEBRATIONS after an historic 
victory provided the perfect 
smokescreen as Brawn GP 
confirmed they are to cut nearly 
300 jobs at their factory in 
Brackley. 

The new team, formerly known 
as Honda and British American 
Racing (BAR), confirmed on 
Sunday that they would be cut- 
ting approximately 270 jobs. 

Changes in F1 rules have called 
for teams to reduce their work- 
force and a testing ban means 
fewer staff are needed. 

Chief Executive, Nick Fry, said: 
“It’s very unfortunate that we've 
got to do that (cut jobs), but it’s 
the change of technical regula- 
tions and obviously we are now a 
private team. 

“We are about 700 people at the 
moment and we talked to the 
staff about going down to about 
430, something like that, which is 
where we were in 2004 as BAR.” 

The announcement came in the 
midst of celebrations after the 
team secured a one-two victory 
in the season opener in Australia.

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Powers to stop 
street-boozing

PEOPLE getting drunk on streets throughout the borough 
could face arrest and a £500 fine. 

The penalties are part of the Designated Public Places Order 
which started on Tuesday and means that police can take alco- 
hol off people if they refuse to stop drinking when they’ve been 
asked to. 

Continual refusal could also result in arrest and a fine of up to 
£500. 

It has been brought in across the borough rather than in spe- 
cific areas to avoid displacement problems. 

And those responsible for helping set up the order insist it is to 
crack down on people drinking and causing problems, rather 
than people who are enjoying alcohol as part of a picnic in the 
park. It is not a total ban on drinking outdoors in the town. 

Debbie Ferguson, community safety manager for 
Northampton Borough Council, told the H&P: “We have had 
reports where there are pockets of issues around the town and 
we've had requests from people over a period of time asking for 
a similar order to the town centre. 

“We went to places like Coventry, Crawley and Worthing where 
they have had these orders which are in place and they have 
been incredibly effective. We did a lot of research before we 
decided which way to go. 

“It’s a case of making sure we are treating people in the town 
fairly. 

“We have worked closely with the police about how this is 
managed. 

“It’s not there to penalise the majority, it’s to address the issues 
by the minority.” 

Community safety sergeant Mark Worthington said: “A bor- 
ough-wide DPPO can only be a good thing. At present there are 
three separate DPPOs in the town that provide a useful tool to 
officers to tackle alcohol fuelled anti-social behaviour. 

“Localised DPPOs can, however, have problems associated 
with displacement. If corridors are created between DPPOs then 
these will become hotspots for anti-social behaviour and crime 
and disorder. 

“A borough-wide scheme negates this problem.” 

He added: “There is no bigger problem than there is in any 
other town.” 

The order was approved by Northampton Borough Council

Fears raised over 
plans for new cafe 


ANEW cafe will bring litter and 
crime to Hunsbury Hill, 
according to residents.

Paul Varnsverry, also opposes 
the scheme. 

He voted against the conver- 
sion when it came before the 
planning committee last year. 

“I voted against it because I 
had spoken with local police 
who had very grave concerns 
about the development attact- 
ing crime to this area,” he said. 

“In different circumstances 
the cafe would be an asset to the 
park and open it up to new visi- 
tors, but when it is exposed and 
secluded as it would be one has 
to question if this is a good 
idea.” 

Cllr Malcolm Mildren, bor- 
ough council cabinet member 
for asset management, said: 
“This would see the building 
brought back into use at no cost 
to the council and could be ben- 
eficial to the area by offering 
park users somewhere to eat 
and relax.” 

He added that residents can 
send comments or objections to 
the proposal to the borough 
solicitor in writing.

THE Herald & Post (page 2, 
March 12) contained the 
sounds-good involvement of 
the Northamptonshire 
Domestic Abuse Forum, 
tackling safety for women 
and girls, with which I imag- 
ine virtually everybody 
would agree, me too. 

We were pleased to note 
that male victims are, at 
least, acknowledged. But 
effective work with the 
abusers is really the impera- 
tive. 

After 16 years, The 
Domestic Abuse Forum, 
dominated by feminist poli- 
cy, is just beginning to recog- 
nise realities. Or is it? 

Feminist-approved and 
accredited projects for 
abusers piloted by Relate 
Coventry, Relate 
Bournemouth and Relate 
Somerset have run trial proj- 
ects to deal with male 
abusers. 

In the three projects to 
December 27, 32 men, I 
repeat, 32 men, completed 
their work in a total of 306 
weeks. One man per nine 
weeks. The majority of the 
men dropped out between 
the third and sixth weeks, 


according to Relate 
National’s website. 
At approximately 1,080 


staff-hours per man com- 
pleting their work, I estimate 
the cost at about £16,000 per 
man completing. 

DVIP (Domestic Violence 
Involvement Project) in 


London runs three similar 
projects. According to the 
Charity Commission web- 
site, 33 men out of 230 com- 
pleted their project in 2007 
and therefore, 197 men 
dropped out. 

Relate’s dropouts will have 
been similar. 

Why would 197 men look- 
ing for help to change their 
behaviour drop out? 
Feminist policies with male 
abuser courses are imposed 
by feminist inspired 
RESPECT. The above are 
examples. 

They ensure that each 
place costs the earth and 
that they fail; a simple ploy of 
19 years of feminist determi- 
nation, dogma and power. 

In 2008, 48 (of 56) men and 
women completed all 
Tempers Eddie Thomas 
project in Northampton and 
West Midlands Project in 
Birmingham with income of 
less than £20,000. 

Highly-effective work, with 


abusers, both men and 
women, is available in 
Northamptonshire. 


Nationally, effective work 
with abusers remains totally 
blocked behind the feminist- 
only focus. Typical of this are 
the Relate and DVIP projects 
highlighted above. 

The Domestic Violence 
forum obviously have its eye 
on the ball. And now you 
know the game.

Call to help town’s businesses 


NORTHAMPTON’S MPs have teamed-up in support of the town’s build- 
ing firms, calling for them to get a fair chance to get council contracts. 

Sally Keeble MP for Northampton North and Brian Binley MP for 
Northampton South, have written to Northampton Borough Council 
after some builders in the area complained no local firms had been 
included on the shortlist for the council’s contracts to refurbish council 
housing. 

They wrote the joint letter in protest over this and to demand action is 
taken in future rounds. 

The MPs want to see a labour clause introduced to ensure firms from 
the town stand a realistic chance of bidding for work. 

Their letter states: “The aim is to ensure that local people and firms 
have a good chance of benefiting from the public money being spent by 
the council, while also complying with the need to ensure value for 
money. 

‘Ensuring local building firms have a realistic opportunity to compete 
does not guarantee that they will get a contract it will simply ensure they 
have a chance.’ 

Leader of the council Cllr Tony Woods said they hadn‘’t received the let- 
ter yet. 

“I know they are expressing concerns whether we are providing ade- 
quate opportunities for local companies. What we have at the moment is 
a £3.4 million contract that we want to get tenders for. This is the first 
phase of a nearly £30 million project over four years which will result in 
us putting right a very long term failure of this council to maintain its 
council housing properly.” 

He added: “It is not that the local companies are being excluded for the 
work they have been tendering for. 

“In the current financial climate we are getting a much higher interest 
in any project we put out.” 

He said: “We are trying to balance getting the best value for money, 
which is our tenants money, and obviously improve 4,000 homes as a 
result of this project.” 

Cllr Woods said the council is looking at how they can support firms to 
put them in a better position for tendering for work.

More rail upheaval

RAIL travellers face more 
delays over the Easter period. 

London Midland’s service has 
been plagued by disruption 
since the operator took control, 
including the extreme snow and 
strikes by conductors. 

It announced this week that 
there will be further delays due 
to improvements to the line 
being made by Network Rail 
between Friday, April 10 and 
Monday, April 13. 

Passengers travelling between 
Northampton and _ London 
Euston with London Midland 
over the Easter Bank Holiday 
Weekend will suffer as the 
improvements, which include 
the renewal and upgrading of 
power supplies near Leighton 
Buzzard, are carried out. 

Similar work will take place at 
Bletchley while sections of rail- 
way line on the West Coast 
Mainline will be renewed to 
improve overall line speed in the 
Milton Keynes area. 

London Midland’s Managing 
Director Steve Banaghan said: 
“We are working closely with 
Network Rail and to keep dis- 
ruption to a minimum; for 
instance by scheduling the engi- 


neering improvements for 
Easter Bank Holiday weekend 
when we know fewer people 
travel. We know such work does 
cause disruption to people’s 
travel plans, but in the longer 
term it is necessary to build a 
better railway for all users.” 

Iain Coucher, Network Rail’s 
Chief Executive added: “We are 
embarking on a period of record 
investment in the railway, 
pumping £28.5 billion into the 
network in the next five years to 
enable passengers to enjoy even 
more reliable, frequent and 
comfortable journeys in future. 

“Over this weekend, our engi- 
neers will work day and night 
across the country to build 
Britain a better railway. Most of 
the network will be open and 
there will be eight per cent more 
trains running during the same 
period as last year. 

“Fewer people travel by rail on 
bank holiday weekends, so work 
at this time is less disruptive 
than in a normal working week.”

Inspector Pete Chisholm, Wellingborough 
Sector Inspector, said: “We do have to 
prioritise how we deal with calls from the 
public, but we want people to know that we 
do take everyone seriously and we know 
they appreciate feedback after calling us.” 


Partner agencies in Corby have carried 
out a number of operations in an effort to 
blitz alcohol-related crime following 
concerns from local people. 

Corby is one of just 50 areas across the 
country where partner agencies have 
received £30,000 from the Home Office to 
tackle the issue.

crackdown began, 


have seized large amounts of alcohol from 
young people, resulting in much quieter 
evenings around recognised alcohol 
hotspots such as West Glebe Park.

ROTHWELL could be one of the 
towns around the country get- 
ting a jobs boost thanks to a new 
pilot scheme from McDonald’s.

“The job centre is experienced 
in providing opportunities for 
people and we are pleased to be 
working with them.” 

People have their own image of 
what working in a fast food 
restaurant is like but the reality is

very different. Keli said: “We just 
don't grab hot food out of a hot 
holder and serve it. 

“It is about Health and Safety 
and looking after our customers. 

“We are open from 5am to 11pm 
and we have to be on our game all 
the time. 

“This takes a very good system, 
a good team and good manage- 
ment. 

“It is very important to get it 
right all the time.” 


Keli explained McDonald’s 
approach to recruitment had long 
been about qualities not qualifi- 
cations, and its training provided 
a balance between on-the-job 
skills development as well as 
nationally recognised GCSE and 
A-Level equivalent qualifications. 

She added: “We employ people, 
not CVs, and we help them to be 
the best they want to be by pro- 
viding a broad range of opportu- 
nities.”

Creating great garden 


It’s a Christie caper

DENIS Lill has a wish list 
containing three dreams. 

One is to get his wings with 
the RAE the second is to act in 
a Western, taking on the Lee 
Van Cleef type of role, and the 
third is to score the winning 
try for the All Blacks in the 
rugby world cup final. 

This 66-year-old Kiwi-born 
actor is well known to British 
television audiences for his 
role in ITV’s The Royal and as 
Alan Parry - Cassandra’s dad 
in Only Fools and Horses. 

One other role in which 
Denis might have caught your 
eye was as Inspector Brad- 
street in episodes of The 
Adventures of Sherlock 
Holmes and The Memoirs of 
Sherlock Holmes. 

Denis is currently treading 
the boards at The Royal 
Theatre in Northampton in a 
production of Agatha 
Christie’s Spider’s Web until to 
April 4 and at Milton Keynes 
Theatre, from April 20 to 25. 


Denis started acting in his 
mid-20s, so has been in the 
business for about 40 years. 
When asked why he wanted 
to become an actor, he joked 
it was a good way of meeting 
women. 

Speaking about Spider's 
Web, he said: “It is fascinat- 
ing, but also tricky to keep it 
fresh every night or twice a 
day if we have a matinee. 

“As a writer, Agatha Christie 
is much underrated. 

“As someone who 
constructs a piece if theatre 
she is definitely unbeatable 
provided you play it properly 
and take it seriously.” 

Asked what the ingredients 
were for a good whodunnit, 
he said: “If I knew that I 
would be a wealthy man. 

“I should imagine it is the 
quality of the writing. 

“The clues are there in this 
play, but they are dealt with in 
a sophisticated way and they 
are not obvious.” 

He said these types of 
whodunnits were not his 
favourite read; they were the 


type of books his wife enjoys, 
while he enjoys technical 
books about aircraft. 

This love of aircraft came 
when Denis followed a family 
tradition of joining the 
military. 

He became a rigger with the 
Royal New Zealand Air Force. 

It was while working at an 
airframe fitter in these early 
days of engine training that 
the young Denis kindled his 
love of aircraft. 

One of the other famous 
literary works Denis has 
performed are the Sherlock 
Holmes stories, written by Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle. 

Denis appeared in three 
episodes of the acclaimed 
television series, which 
starred Jeremy Brett as the 
great detective. 

Reflecting on why the series 
is so well-remembered, Denis 
said: “I think a lot of the credit 
should go to Jeremy Brett, 
thanks to his wonderful 
portrayal of Sherlock Holmes. 

“I had worked with him 
before at the Old Vic in his 


younger days. He was a very 
generous man to all his fellow 
actors.” 

He landed the role in Only 
Fools and Horses when he 
received a call from his agent 
saying the BBC wanted him 
for this part. 

For Denis, it was like joining 
a theatre company, as he 
knew so many of the actors in 
the show like Roger Lloyd 
Pack (Trigger) - so it was like 
working with a lot of old 
chums. 

His latest television role is as 
Mr Rose in ITV’s The Royal, a 
part Denis has played for 
seven years. 

In the series, he plays a 
surgeon and as an actor, he 
could just deliver his lines as 
written, but Denis makes it a 
point of honour to look up on 
the internet to learn more 
about the medical terms he is 
talking about.

THE private rented sector is seeing an 
influx of unregulated estate agents switch- 
ing roles because of the downturn, accord- 
ing to the Association of Residential Let- 
tings Agents (ARLA). 

In a survey of its members, more than 
three quarters (76 per cent) reported that 
estate agents in their local area have moved 
into lettings as a result of the market in the 
last six months. 

ARLA believes that a high proportion of 
these agents are not being regulated prop- 
erly or meeting the required standards for 
lettings agents. 

Ian Potter, operations manager of ARLA, 
says this raises serious questions about their 
professionalism and believes it could dam- 
age the industry’s reputation. 

He said: “In order to make the transition 
from an estate agent to a lettings agent, they 
need to have studied more than a hundred 
different pieces of legislation, and pass min- 
imum competency tests to ensure their abil- 
ity to advise clients to the required stan- 
dards. 

“This is a big concern for landlords and 
consumers. 

“Those consulting an agent need to be 
absolutely sure they are getting the best 
advice possible to ensure the safety of their 
investment.” 

ARLA is launching a licensing scheme in 
the House of Commons in May to further 
strengthen its commitment to best practice 
and professionalism in the lettings industry. 

On average, ARLA members said _ that 
around four estate agents in their local area 
had moved into the rental market, with 
some stating that as many as ten agents 
were now operating in this sector. 

Mr Potter continued: “My advice to those 
looking to rent a property would be to go 
through a regulated lettings agent to be 
absolutely sure you're covering yourself 
from either a cowboy agent or any insurance 
liabilities.” 

Peter Bolton King, chief Executive of the 
National Association of Estate Agents 
(NAEA) said: “We would always advise con- 
sumers to use qualified and regulated 
agents, because that way they can have con- 
fidence in their transaction. 

“I can understand why estate agents, or 
unregulated start up agents, have appeared 
in the lettings market after a tough year, but 
they could get themselves and their clients 
into trouble if they aren't completely aware 
of the relevant legislation. 

“An appropriate licensing scheme across 
the property industry would put an end to 
situations such as this, and the worries that 
accompany them, in a stroke.”
